Sizes Importance of Cleanliness. 


The bacterial contents of milk 
ig 
a m a tte r th a t is taking much ¿f the 
attention of scientists. 
Some of the 
cities of the east have p assed lawff 
th a t no milk shall be sold th a t con 
tains more than half a million 
bac 
teria p er cubic centimeter. One is al 
most staggered by the thought 
such a num ber 
i n as little quantity of 
milk as is indicated by the cublfc cen 
timeter, for that is less th a n a cubic 
inch. A cen tim e ter is about one-thlr 
ty-ninth of a yard, being less than an 
inch. 
That, cubed, gives the 
cubic 
centimeter, which the 
scientists 
in­ 
dicate by “cc.” 
If 
milk 
with 
500,000 bacteria in 
every cubic centim eter be allowed to 
be sold, how num erous m ust the bac­ 
teria be in some milk? 
Well, the Ok­ 
lahom a station m ade a bacteriological 
ex am ination of some m ilk that -came 
to 
the station after it was 3 3-10 
days old. 
Every cubic centim eter of 
th a t milk contained 462,600,000‘ bac­ 
teria. 
T he milk delivered in winter 
when St was five days old contained 
134,8 t)0,00Q bacteria. 
In sum m e r the first three days after 
the milk was draw n saw a steady in­ 
crease In the num ber of bacteria, and 
In wintér the bacteria Increased for 
four days after th e milk was drawn. 
After th a t time 
the 
bacteria 
de­ 
creased. being 
déstroyed . by 
the 
p roducts of the g erm s themselve^. In 
the sum m e r m onths 
a 
very 
large 
n um ber of the bacteria were gas-p ro­ 
ducing. 
This shows how necessary it is to 
have the milk as clean as p ossible. 
It must not be sup p osed th a t these 
bacteria were disease germs, for such 
is not the idea. 
Some 
germ s 
are 
bringers of disease and some are not. 
Some are harm less or imp rove 
the 
food In which they 
ex ist. 
But It is 
recognized 
that since 
the .disease 
germ s are num erous at first in milk 
the smalJèr the num ber of all germ s 
the sm aller is likely to be the n um ­ 
ber of 
disease 
germs. 
Moreover, 
even the lactic acid ferm eats 
hasten 
the souring of the milk, and th a t 
de­ 
stroys it for some of 
the 
p urp oses 
for which it is bought in cities.

germ content is 
therefore 
limited 
by law.

What Kind of Force for Plowing Shall 
Be Used? 


On the ordinary farm the animal is 
still of greater service than any m e­ 
chanical force. 
'I'he steam p low is 
good on the large area, luit the man 
of small means and having under his 
contiiol a small farm will dep end on 
the horse or the ox, the mule or the 
cow. 
Which kind he shall use must 
be governed by the conditions under 
which he works. 
4t may be surp ris­ 
ing to those living on the p rairies of 
the west to learn that even ox en are 
still used for the work of p lowing. 
But on hilly, stony land the ox is 
still valuable for a p low animal. The 
fact that he is slow makes him the 
more valuable, for when the p low is 
moving among stones and roots it is 
better ,that it move slowly than rap ­ 
idly. 
But on the lauds of the west,

Review, a fast- 
moving' 
animal 
is 
needed,
